Bulatci guilty 

Mountie's widow cries as jury convicts Albertan 


A former St. Albert 
resident has been found 
guilty in the shooting two 
years ago of a northern 
RCMP officer. 

Emrah Bulatci hung his 
head and the officer's wid¬ 
ow cried when a jury in Yel¬ 
lowknife convicted him of 
first-degree murder Thurs¬ 
day. 

Const. Chris Worden was 
responding to a call in Hay 
River, N.W.T., when he was 
shot four times. 

Bulatci, 25, testified dur¬ 
ing his trial that he fired 
twice at the officer’s legs 
during a foot chase, but 


never meant to kill him. 

He said the fatal two 
shots were accidental as 
the pair wrestled on the 
ground for control of Bulat- 
ci's gun. 

The Crown argued Bulat¬ 
ci did intend to kill the 
Mountie because he contin¬ 
ued to keep enough pres¬ 
sure on the trigger for the 
gun to go off not once, but 
twice 

Witnesses at the trial 
said Bulatci had been at a 
party, where he was deal¬ 
ing drugs and showing off a 
gun in the hours before the 
Mountie’s death on Oct. 6, 


Rejection 

• Bulatci tried to plead 
guilty to manslaughter at 
the start of his trial last 
month, but the prosecution 
rejected that. His defence 
lawyer acknowledged he 
was an unsavory character, 
but argued he only meant 
to wound the officer when 
he shot him.

Testimony indicated 
Worden spoke to Bulatci 
briefly outside a taxi cab 


parked in front of the 
house, and chased him into 
a wooded area, where the 
dead officer was found. 

Police searched for Bulat¬ 
ci for almost a week after 
the shooting before he was 
arrested at an Edmonton 
housing complex. 

Within a month of Wor¬ 
den’s death, a second 
young Mountie was killed 
on duty in a remote north¬ 
ern community. 

Const. Doug Scott, 20, 
was shot while responding 
to a call in Kimmirut, 
Nunavut.

DEATHS Two people are 
dead following a police 
pursuit near Jasper Thurs¬ 
day night, RCMP said. 

Police said Mounties at¬ 
tempted to stop a minivan 
spotted driving erratically 
near the east Jasper park 
gates before 5 p.m. 

The van sped through 
the town of Hinton on 
Highway 16, driving east 
in westbound lanes while 
police gave chase. 

Police said it crested a 
hill toward two oncoming 
vehicles. One vehicle 
dodged the van by driving 
in the curb lane. 

Police said the pursued 
vehicle collided head-on 
with an oncoming truck in 
the passing lane, then 
burst into flames on 
impact. Officers tried to 
free the driver of the pick¬ 
up, but when they return¬ 
ed to their vehicle for ex¬ 
traction tools, an explo¬ 
sion rocked and engulfed 
both vehicles in flames. 

RCMP said both drivers 
died on scene. Police 
believe neither survived 
the initial crash. 

The Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team, a po¬ 
lice watchdog unit, is 
investigating the incident, 
and the circumstances 
leading up. 

Investigators are work¬ 
ing with the Edmonton 
medical examiner to iden¬ 
tify the two deceased, in 
order to notify next of kin.

Premier, health minister give mixed messages

Alberta's premier and 
health minister appear 
to be offering opposing 
views on whether the 
province needs to get 
more money from 
residents to pay for 
health care. 

Health Minister Ron 
Liepert told a gathering of 
rural politicians Thursday 
that many people are 
telling him they see a 
need to replace health¬ 
care premi¬ 
ums that 
were dis¬ 
continued 
in January. 

Liepert lat¬ 
er told re¬ 
porters he 
hasn’t fig¬ 
ured out 
where the 
extra money might come 
from, but said it wouldn’t 
be a tax or a user fee. 

“I don’t have an 5 Thing 
specific that I’m referring 
to, 1 just think that we need 
to start to have that discus¬ 


sion,” the minister said. “Be¬ 
cause I’m getting a signifi¬ 
cant number of calls from 
Albertans who are sa)dng, 
‘Don’t cut spending in 
health care, we’d like to pay 
something for health care.’ 

“I’m listening to them 
and we’ll see where it goes.” 

Premier Ed Steimach lat¬ 
er downplayed the idea of a 
new revenue stream for 
health care — something 
he said he has heard talked 
about in several parts of the 
province. 

“People said, ‘Well, you 
know you lost $1 billion 
in revenue by eliminating 
health-care premiums,”’ 
said Steimach. “But the 
funny thing about that is 
most of the time it’s com¬ 


ing from people who nev¬ 
er paid them.” 

The premier said Alber¬ 
tans who actually paid the 
$1,056 a year in health pre¬ 
miums out of their own 
pocket have expressed 
strong support for the ehm- 
ination of the premium. 

“When I talked to a single 
parent, a mom with two 
kids, working for an em¬ 
ployer that doesn’t pay any 
benefits, that’s a huge sav¬ 
ing for her.” 

Alberta currently 

spends about $13 billion a 
year on health care, but 
the province’s faltering 
economy has forced the 
government to look for 
costs savings.

Tiny *Trump’ is mini-mogul 

Ryan Ross has made $900,000 - and he's only 8 years old

When Ryan Ross was 
three years old, he started 
a chicken-and-egg busi¬ 
ness in his back yard. 
Today the eight-year-old 
is on his fourth company 
— and has already earned 
close to a million dollars. 

“I had 60 chickens and 
sold a dozen eggs for three 
dollars,” recalls Ryan, who 
lives near Toronto. “I made 
$15 a day.” 

When he tired of selling 
eggs, Ryan launched his 
next venture: a lawn¬ 
mowing business. Ryan 
charged customers $20 per

hour, but because he was 
too young to operate a 
lawnmower, he hired older 
kids to do the work — for 
$15 dollars an hour. 

“He made $5 per hour for 
doing nothing,” says his 


mother. Savannah Ross. 

“It was the same thing 
with his next company, a 
power-washing business. 
We supplied the power-was¬ 
her; he charged the custo¬ 
mer $200 and paid a person 
$100 to do the work. And 
they’re all his ideas. My hus¬ 
band and I are adamant 
that Ryan has to under¬ 
stand everything he’s 
doing. If I do it for him, it’s 
my company.” 

All along, Ryan has been 
investing his profit in real 
estate. 

Today he owns six buil¬ 
dings in Ontario and British 
Columbia; his personal net 
worth is $900,000. Ryan 
has also bought a hockey 
rink and basketball court 
for his family, and some 
4,000 books for himself But 
no cellphone: his parents 


won’t allow it. 

“His friends in school 
don’t believe he’s a busi¬ 
nessman,” says Savannah. 
“They think it’s baloney.” 

But Tiny-Trump’s ambi¬ 
tions go beyond real estate. 
“I want to buy two National 
Hockey League teams,” 
Ryan tells Metro. 

“That way I can play in 
the NHL.” 

Explains mother Savan¬ 
nah: “Ryan thinks hockey 
is all fun. But he has to 
understand the business 
side, so now we’re setting 
up meetings with NHL 
owners. They think it’s veiy 
cute.”

Outstanding achievements in 20 years 
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The Convention on the 
Rights of the Child is a uni¬ 
versal standard for building 
a better world — a world in 
which the best interests of 
children are a primary con¬ 
cern of all. On Nov. 20 the 
global community com¬ 
memorates the 20th an¬ 
niversary of the Conven¬ 
tion, the most widely rati¬ 
fied international human 
rights treaty in history. 

One of the most out¬ 
standing achievements in 
child survival and develop¬ 
ment has been the reduc¬ 
tion in the annual number 


of under-five deaths, from 
12.5 million in 1990 to less 
than nine million in 2008. 

Fewer child deaths have 
resulted from the immense 
efforts of national govern¬ 
ments and the internation¬ 
al health community to pre¬ 
vent and control diseases, 
enhance food and nutrition 
security, and provide com¬ 
prehensive, integrated serv¬ 
ices.

Privilege begets privilege for flu shots 



-he HlNl public 

vaccination 
process reveals 
some ugly truths 
about human na¬ 
ture — or more precisely 
about the nature of some 
humans. 

University of Toronto so¬ 
ciologist Scott Schieman 
has speculated that un¬ 
controllable anxiety trig¬ 


gers a will to survive that 
in some individuals ob¬ 
scures other considera¬ 
tions. 

“When people panic, 
they feel the rules don’t 
apply to them,” he said re¬ 
cently to a reporter. 

No doubt some of these 
panicky types slithered in¬ 
to the public lineups with 
pregnant women, babies, 
toddlers and individuals 
with underlying health 
conditions and lied their 
way to an early vaccina¬ 
tion. 

These queue-jumping 
controversies uncork deep 
— and often justified — 
suspicions about privilege 
begetting privilege. 


Histoiy is full of exam¬ 
ples. A study published 
last year that examined 
who survived the sinking 
of the Titanic found that 
while women and chil¬ 
dren were more likely to 
get a spot in the few avail¬ 
able lifeboats, social class 
was also a key factor. 

First- and second-class 
passengers, the Australian 
and Swiss researchers 
found, had a higher proba¬ 
bility of surviving com¬ 
pared to third-class pas¬ 
sengers. The investigators 
suggested this was be¬ 
cause upper-crust trav¬ 
ellers likely had better ac¬ 
cess to senior crew mem¬ 
bers with important infor¬ 


mation on how dire things 
really were that dark 
night. It was also a huge 
advantage that their cab¬ 
ins were closer to the boat 
deck. Privilege begat privi¬ 
lege. 

Critics who suggest that 
journalists are making too 
much of suspected in¬ 
stances of queue jumping 
just don’t get it. 

The stories are about 
power, influence, connec¬ 
tions and privileges that 
beget privileges. They 
need to be told, if only to 
force the alleged offenders 
to explain their actions.

Patrick O'Sullivan has struggled to find his scoring touch since 
joining the Oilers last March in a trade from the Kings. 


With the puck nestled in 
the net and the crowd at 
Rexall Place roaring, 
Patrick O’Sullivan threw 
his arms in the air and 
looked skyward in a goal 
celebration that seemed 
equal parts relief 
and elation. 

There was plenty of both 
to go around Wednesday 
as O’Sullivan scored just 
his second goal in 14 
games to lift the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers to a come-ffom- 
behind 6-4 win over the 
Colorado Avalanche. 

O’Sullivan’s third-period 
winner snapped a four- 
game losing streak as the 
Oilers overcame a 4-2 
deficit to open a five-game 
homestand with the kind 
of victoiy than can turn a 
season on a dime.

“It was 5-4 Oilers. That’s 
what I was thinking,” said 
O’Sullivan, asked about his 
animated celebration.

this season. 

“It was a big goal, at 
home, too. On the road, 
you can’t really celebrate 
as much.

coach Pat Quinn drew it 
up, the win sends the Oil¬ 
ers into a game with the 
Chicago Blackhawks Satur¬ 
day feeling a lot better 
about themselves after a 2- 
8-2 stretch. 

Likewise O’Sullivan, 
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who has struggled mighti¬ 
ly to find his scoring touch 
since joining Edmonton at 
the trade deadline last 
March — his winner was 
just his fourth goal of this 
season and sixth in 41 
games since coming over 
from the Los Angeles 
Kings. 

“You want to con¬ 
tribute,” O’Sullivan, 24, 
said. “It’s more about that 
than me scoring. 

“It’s a business. When 
things aren’t going well, 
there’s going to be people 
who are unhappy. This is 
serious. This isn’t for fun 
here, you know? It’s a job 
for us. When you win, 
you’re able to have fun at 
your job.”

No matter how this review 
of New Moon ends, 
whether this critic loves or 
loathes the film, is irrele¬ 
vant. If you're one of the 
legion of “Twi-Hards,” 
you'll be stepping on 
heads to see it this week¬ 
end anyway. 

Nevertheless, Chris 
Weitz’s eagerly anticipated 
follow-up to Catherine 
Hardwicke’s blockbuster 
vampire epic Twilight isn’t

half bad: It’s a faithful, 
swoony, sweaty palmed 
teen-centric fantasy circus 
that knows exactly what its 
fervent fanbase demands 
and dehvers those goods by 
the coffin load. 

New Moon (based on the 
same named novel by series 
founder Stephenie Meyer) 
picks up shortly after the 
dramatic events of Twilight 
left off, with mortal high- 
school misfit Bella (Kristen 
Stewart) going steady with 
hunky vampire Edward 
Cullen (Robert Pattinson) — 
dangers be damned. 

But when a cut finger 


awakens the bloodlust in 
the Cullen clan, Edward 
flees, leaving his hmnan 
muse to the affections of 
fiber-buff werewolf Jacob 
Black (Taylor Lautner) re¬ 
sulting in more heartache 
and PC-level horror. 

New Moon isn’t Shake¬ 
speare by any stretch 
(though Romeo and Juliet 
does figure rather heavy 
handedly into the narrative) 
but it is commendably hard¬ 


core in its single-minded 
drive to please its mostly fe¬ 
male audience. 

It’s positively filled to the 
bursting point with doe¬ 
eyed romance, heavy pet¬ 
ting, dreamy dialogue and 
shirtless werewolves (at the 
screening I attended, a cho¬ 
rus of young women sighed 
in unison every time Laut¬ 
ner doffed his duds, which 
was often). 

But even if a supernatural 


soap opera isn’t your thing. 
New Moon contains some 
dazzling imagery and ac¬ 
tion sequences that are sim¬ 
ply beautiful to behold. An 
extended set piece involv¬ 
ing Bella, her vampiric 
nemesis Victoria (Rachelle 
Lefevre), and a heroic were¬ 
wolf is driven by the hyp¬ 
notic rhj^hm of Radiohead; 
its fluid CGI trickery and 
mild ferocity absolutely 
spellbinding in their design. 


Same goes for the pulpy 
climax, where real deal ac¬ 
tors Michael Sheen 
(Frost/Nixon) and Dakota 
Fanning (War of the Worlds) 
embody designer evil as the 
leaders of the dreaded Vol- 
turi. 

If New Moon has any real 
flaws, they’re certainly no 
fault of the filmmakers. 
Meyer’s novel was ultimate¬ 
ly a bridge, the mid chapter 
of a quartet that serves to 
set up the sting of Eclipse 
(the film version of which is 
currently in post-produc¬ 
tion) and the climax of 
Breaking Dawn. But New 
Moon is effective and it not 
only honours its source, it 
also does what the first film 
couldn’t quite achieve: It 
etches out an identity of its 
own.

About what feels like it 
should be three quarters 
of the way through The 
Blind Side, massive, mild- 
mannered football 
phenomenon Michael 
Oher (Quinton Aaron) 
finally takes the field in 
the movie's only showcase 
of the high school football 
it spends a fair amount of 
time discussing. 

(It’s not until the movie 
finally ends that you real¬ 
ize that sequence was 
more like halfway 
through.) 

It’s an exciting scene, 
filled with enough tension 
and emotion to make even 
the football-phobic sit up 


and take notice. 

But that’s just one scene. 

After that, it’s back to 
the tale of Oher being 
adopted by Leigh Anne 
(Sandra Bullock) and Sean 
Touhy (Tim McGraw), 
wealthy, white parents 
who open their home to 
poor, black Oher after he’s 
granted a free ride to their 
biological children’s pri¬ 
vate school. 

The problem is, for all 
the built-in drama of the 
true story with a very hap¬ 
py ending (Oher was draft¬ 
ed to the Baltimore 
Ravens, playing his first 
season with the team this 
year), the end product is 
long, boring and entirely 
too self-congratulatory on 
the adoptive parents’ part. 

After watching Aaron’s 
portrayal of Oher — com¬ 
pletely accurate, by all ac¬ 
counts — what would be 
remarkable is anyone not 
wanting to help such a 
kind, lovable young man 
once they’ve met him. 

Newcomer Aaron does a 


commendable job with 
what little he’s given to 
work with, doing his best 
to showcase a young man 
determined not to let the 
shortcomings of the hand 
he was dealt stop him from 
being a good person. 

But, his role is mostly re¬ 
duced to a prop for Bul¬ 
lock’s Leigh Anne, a gaudy, 
sceneiy-chewing spitfire of

The trailers, commer¬

The first feature from 
Spain’s llion Animation, 
Planet 51 is visually fantas¬ 
tic, the animation a new 
benchmark for the genre. 
It’s just a shame the story 
can’t match up. The pri¬ 
mary conceit of the film’s 
ahen world is that it veiy 


much resembles America 
in the 1950s — or a least a 
reductionist, caricature 
view of America in the 
1950s. 

Except the filmmakers 
can’t even keep their 
decades straight, as all the 
bobby socks and Father 
Knows Best sensibihty co¬ 
exist with some very 1960s 
hippie activists. 

The panic over the per¬ 
ceived invasion naturally 
leads to a bucketload of 
homages to 1950s B- 
movies.

Add 
some sex and comedy, and 
it’s quite a dramatic stew. 

“It’s not really a comedy 
or a drama,” explains 
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Cave. “Malcolm is always 
throwing the unexpected 
at us, and the characters 
are complex. Although her 
character comes off rather 
cold in the premiere 
episode, not ever3d:hing is 


what it seems. 

“She’s veiy unapologetic 
about her sexuality and 
how she lives and works,” 
says Cave.

But 
if you are poor it’s a veiy dif¬ 
ferent story, especially as 
health care systems in most 
African countries are comp¬ 
letely inefficient and under¬ 
staffed. On top of that, 
many people still don’t real¬ 
ly understand how people 
get infected by HW. 


During Tabo Mbeld’s 
rule as president of 
South Africa, his 
health minister, Manto Tsha- 
balala-Msimang, advocated 
that AIDS could be treated 
with vitamins, garlic, lemon 
juice, beetroot and olive oil.

they need it. It should be a 
personal decision, but many 
millions of people don’t 
even have that option.

and afterward all the artists 
were invited to join him on 
Robben Island, where he 
had been imprisoned. Man¬ 
dela described the HIV/AIDS 
pandemic as a “genocide” 
that was wiping out millions 
of lives, including women 
and children. That was the 


point when I sat up and real¬ 
ly paid attention. Because we 
live in a celebrity-fixated cul¬ 
ture, the deaths of millions 
of people through AIDS rare¬ 
ly hits the headlines. ...I felt 
that it is something I 
couldn’t walk away from. 

What can children 
in other countries 


do to help? 

I think the first step 
is to find out what 
HIV/AIDS is, how it’s 
transmitted, and how it 
affects people’s lives. That 
way you educate yourself 
and understand the diffe¬ 
rence between sharing a cup 
and sharing a needle!

Pork Fillet with 
Pears and 
Tarragon 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) butter 

1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

2 ripe pears, quartered, 
cored and sliced 
lengthwise 

2 shallots, finely chopped 
2 pork fillets, thinly sliced 
2/3 cup (150 ml) diy white 
wine 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh tarragon 
4 tbsp (60 ml) heavy cream 

INGREDIENTS: 

1. Melt half butter with 1/2 
tbsp (7 ml) oil in frying 
pan and fry pears quickly 
over high heat, turning 
once, 5 minutes or until 
golden all over. Remove 
from pan to warm plate, 
and cover. 

2. Add remaining butter 
and oil to pan, then stir in 


chopped shallots and cook 
over medium heat, 
stirring occasionally, 3-4 
minutes or until softened 
and golden. 

3. Push shallots to one side 
of pan, add pork slices and 
fiy 5-6 minutes or until 
lightly browned, turning 
once. 

4. Pour wine into pan, 
then boil 1-2 minutes to 
reduce slightly. Stir in tar¬ 
ragon and heavy cream, 
then boil for further 
minute. Adjust seasoning 
to taste. Serve pork slices 
topped with pears, and 
sauce spooned over top.

Peanut Butter 
Shortbread Bars 

INGREDIENTS: 

SHORTBREAD 

250 ml (1 cup) unsalted 

butter, softened 

250 ml (1 cup) granulated 

sugar 

1 egg yolk 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) vanilla 
extract (optional) 

500 ml (2 cups) all¬ 
purpose flour 

5 ml (1 tsp) baking 
powder 

1 ml (1/4 tsp) salt 

FILLING 

125 ml (1/2 cup) smooth 
peanut butter 
125 ml (1/2 cup) icing sug¬ 
ar 

30 ml (2 tbsp) unsalted 
butter, softened 
175 ml (3/4 cup) blueberry 
jam (or grape jelly or 
strawberry jam for a dif¬ 
ferent flavour) 

METHOD: 

• In a large bowl, beat 
butter with sugar and egg 
yolk using an electric 
mixer for 2 minutes until 
light and fluffy. In a sepa¬ 
rate bowl, blend together 
flour, baking powder and 
salt until well combined. 

• Divide dough into two 
equal portions and wrap 


tightly in plastic wrap. 
Freeze dough for 1 to 4 
hours. 

• Preheat oven to 180 C 
(350 F). Line a 3-1 (9-by-13- 
inch) baking dish with 
parchment paper; set 
aside. 

• Remove dough from 
freezer. Shred dough us¬ 
ing a coarse grater or food 
processor fltted with a 
metal shredding blade; re¬ 
turn one portion of shred¬ 


ded dough to the freezer. 

• Arrange remaining 
dough in an even layer in 
the prepared baking dish; 
lightly pat dough down. 
Bake for 20 minutes or 
until lightly golden 
around edges; let cool for 
20 minutes. 

• Meanwhile, blend 
peanut butter with icing 
sugar and butter until 
smooth and well 
combined. Spread peanut 


butter mixture over 
shortbread base in an 
even layer. Drop 
spoonfuls of jam over 
peanut butter and gently 
spread in an even layer. 

• Remove remaining 
dough from freezer and 
scatter over jam layer. 
Bake for 20 to 25 minutes 
or until the top is set and 
lightly golden brown. 
Transfer pan to a wire 
rack and cool completely; 


cut into bars.

Mocha Tortoni 
Mousse 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 large egg whites 
30 ml (2 tbsp) instant cof¬ 
fee 

Pinch salt 

50 ml (1/4 cup) sugar 
500 ml (2 cups) whipping 
cream 


10 ml (2 tsp) vanilla 
125 ml (1/2 cup) sugar 
50 ml (1/4 cup) slivered al¬ 
monds, toasted and 
cooled, plus extra for gar¬ 
nish 

60 g (2 oz) bittersweet 
chocolate, grated 
TO ROAST NUTS: Roast in a 
single layer on a baking 
sheet in a 180 C (350 F) 
oven for about 10 
minutes. Allow them to 
get light brown, remove 
and cool. 

METHOD: 

• In a clean medium 
bowl, beat egg whites un¬ 
til foamy. Add instant cof¬ 
fee and salt and beat until 
combined. Gradually add 
50 ml (1/4 cup) sugar and 
beat until soft peaks 
form. 

• In a separate bowl, whip 
cream until soft peaks 
form. Beat in vanilla and 
125 ml (1/2 cup) sugar. 
Fold in 50 ml (1/4 cup) 
slivered almonds and 
transfer to a large glass 
bowl or individual glasses 
and freeze at least 2 
hours. 

• Garnish with remaining 
slivered almonds and 
grated chocolate.
